EXPLANATORY NOTES BY REV. R. 


S. M'ARTHUR, D. D. 


LOJKOII I of tho International Series

Toit of tho LcsKon, Matt. 11, 1-12. 
Golden Text, Matt. I, "1. 


.V. 1. Now when Jesus was bora.—Tlio fill 


account of cho Saviour'ablrtbwofindin Luke 
ii, 1-20. Matthew mentions this great even! 
in the preceding chapter, and horo only inH 
dentally. We do not know with absolute 
fortr.inty, and it is likely that wo never slui! 
know, the day, montb or year lu which Christ 
wr.s born. Perhaps it was designated b> 
Cod that wo should not la this manner kuou 
Christ after tho flesh. Xbo birth of Chrisl 
lias been by diirerent scholars ftod in almost 
Di-cry month of tho year. Not until tho 
Fourth contury was tbero a somewhat 
oral agreement, upon Dec. ~~>. Thero is oppor- 
tunity for much discussion on this point. 


Dethlohom oJ Judca.—This was an ancient 


town belonging to tho tribo of Judah. There 
was another Bethlehem in the tribe of 2ebu- 
lun. Tbo word signifies "house of bread, 
ITere Jacob was bereaved of bis beloved Ra- 
chel, 
ITero Ruth gleaned In tho fields of 


Bonz. Hero was the house of Jesse and tbo 
birthplace of David, and so in Luke the place 
is called "the city of David." 


In tho days of Herod tho King.—Judea r.t 


thi.s timo was undor tho control of Rome. 
Tho Herod mentioned hero was sumamed tho 
Great. He was willing to bo all things to all 
men, that thereby ho might secure bis own 
fortune; but bo utterly failed to win tbo ro- 
gard of tho Jews. Thoy considered him a 
foreigner and despised him also for his con- 
cessions to hoathcnlsm. 


'Wise Men, etc.—Thcso were magi or ma- 


gians. Originally tho narao was given to tbo 
priestly class among tho Medians and Per- 
sians. Thoy studied astrology and other oc- 
cult sciences. Later tho name was applied to 
nil philosophers who cultivated those sciences. 
According to their light tbeao men wero re- 
ligious, Tradition makes them throe in num- 
ber, from tto throo gifts mentioned in v. 11; 
and it also makes them representatives from 
as many different countries. These men fol- 
lowed tho light tboy had. It led them to him 
who is tho true light. 
Now they como to 


Jerusalem, tho capital of Judou, wbon look- 
ing for tbo king of tho Jews. 


V.li. Tho King of tho Jews.— Ttis is such 


language as Gontiles would naturally use. 
The throno of David had long been vacant,

they wished simply to know in what place. 


His Star,—They thought tho star in some 


way was related to him, Tho word trans- 
lated "star" ma}' bo applied to a fixed star, n 
comet or a meteor. 
Kepler Orst made tho us- 


trouonjeal calculations by which it w:is 
found that in tbo year of Homo 747 a con- 
junction of tbo planets Jupiter mid Saturn 
took plr.co throo times during tho year. ]t 
was also obscrvad that these conjunctions 
toolc pUieo in tho ;.art of tho heavens where, 
according to astrology, the greatest events 
aro betokenad. For :tr mouths the.se plar.ots 
kept noor each other. 
Some interpreters 


suppose that tho wise nun saw tbo lirst of tbo 
conjunctions and started; that they arrived 
at Jerusalem in about fl>o inouths, and going 
to Bethlehem tho November coujunction wu$ 
tho star which guided them to tho placn 
whero the young chiid v-as. 
This would 


p'.aco tho birth six years boforo our era. 
Chinese astronomical tables record tho ap- 
pcarnr.co of a now star two years lator, God 
may havo attached his communication of 
now truth to tbo knowledge which theso men 
had, or he may have created % luminous metoov 
for this special purpose. Ir. tho East—i, e., 
we [whon wo wore) in tho OMt saw tho star; 
or wo saw bis star (as it appoand) in tho oast.
